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Reafons bumbly offered to the Confederation of the Par - 
lament, for the making Navigable the River 
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& Hi Town of Der eir humble Application to 
Parliament, That an ACt may paſs to impower them, 
or ſuch as they appoint, to make a Navigable Pat- 
ſage upon the River of Derwert , from the River of 
Trent unto Derby, and as far further as the Magi- 
ftrates of that Town ſhall think convenieat, by ſcowring or en- 
larging the ſaid River. 

That Commilſiioners may be appointed to decide all differences 
between the Town and Land-owners, for what ſhall be given them 
in ſatisfa&tion for ſuch Land, &c. as ſhall be taken from them for the 
uſe of the ſaid Navigation : And if they cannot agree, then a Jury 
may be Impanelied to aſcertain the Value; but no Commithtoner or 
Jury- man to aCt in any caſe wherein they themſelves are concerned. 


For Paſſing which Bill they Humbly offer as followeth. 


That Bills for making Rivers Navigable, have been always very much 
favoured by Parliaments,as conducing much to the eaſe of the people, 
the quickning Commerce, the preſerving of the Roads, that other- 
wiſe would be greatly ſpoiled by Bulky Commodities,and the lefſen- 
1ng the price of Commodities. | 

This Bill effects all theſe conveniences: The Town of Derby being an 
Ancient Town, and naturally ſcituated for Trade; but all their Com- 
modities being forced to be carried by Land, is the cauſe why no 
more Goods are brought unto the Town, nor carried out of the 
Country : Burt paſſing this Bill will occaſion a far greater quantity 
of Commodities to be carried out of the Country, and from the ſaid 
Town, than now there 1s. | 

Navigable Rivers are not Appropriated to the places adjacent only, 
but other Countries daily reap the benefit by them. 

The Commodities this County affords, require this River be made 
Navigable for their conveyance,they being of great Weight and Ule, 
as Lead, Iron, Coles, and Stone; by reaſon of the weightineſs where- 
of, and the dearnels of the carriage, other Countries can afford them 
cheaper than this place: And therefore it is, that there 15 no more at 
preſert exported out of the County : But if this River were Navi- 
gable, their utterance would be far greater. h 
Conſequently therefore, more Perſons muſt neceſſarily be employed 
than before, by the addition of Carriage. 

The High-ways will be hereby greatly preſerved for the future; and 
the vaſt charge the Country is now daily put unto 1n reparations, 1n 
great meaſure prevented. | EE. 
This River needs not to be opened and cleanſed above Six Miles 1n 
lenpth : ſo that very few mens Lands will be prejudiced ; and the 


Owners of ſuch Lands are all, or moſt of them conſenting, knowing
